Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Bloomfield  Fire  Department,  will  repre- 
aent  that  U»dy  at  the  convention  of  the 
National  Association  of  Fire  Engineers, 
to  be  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  September 
JUth.  The  convention. will  be  male  up  trf 
the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  various  Fire 
Departments  throughout  the  United  State* 
and  Canada,  Superintendents  of  Patrol 
and  Salvage  Corps,  and  representatives 
from  Boards  of  Fire  Commissioners  and 
Insurance  Companies  The  lime  of  the 
convention  will  be  taken  up  with  discus¬ 
sing  matters  relating  to  flr«  and  an 
change  of  views  with  regard  to  the  b*»>t 
methods  of  extli.guishing  them  as  well  as 
lessening  the  danger  of  their  occurrence. 
A  large  display  of  fire  apparatus  aud  sup¬ 
plies  will  be  exhibited.  Practical  tests 
will  be  made  of  their  workings.  The  fid- 
lowing  are  a  few  of  the  topics  that  will  be 
brought  before  the  convention  for  discus¬ 
sion  and  on  which  essays  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  :  Limitation  of  height  of  build 
Ings  used  for  manufacturing ;  Best  method 
of  reaching  top  of  buildings;  How  to 
obviate  danger  from  electric  wires  ;  Proper 
construction  of,  and  mutual  use  In  build 
ing:  Cultivation  of  fraternal  feeling  be¬ 
tween  Fire  Departments  and  underwriters ; 
Importance  of  employing  skilled  labor  in 
all  Fire  Departments;  Subject  of  drill, 
and  many  other  matters  of  valuable  im¬ 
portance  to  owneis  of  buildings.  Insurance 
Companies  and  Firemen. 

The  importance  of  gatherings  like  this 
cannot  be  overestimated,  tending  as  they 
do  to  cultivate  and  disseminate  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  how  to  control  one  of  the  most 
dangerous  elements  with  which  business 
meu  have  tocoutend  and  which  Is  so  often 
productive  of  such  disastrous  results.  A 
gradual  growth  in  the  efficiency  of  local 
Fire  Departments  to  reduce  the  fire  losses 
of  the  community,  Insures  a  correspond¬ 
ing  reduction  In  the  rates  charged  for  as¬ 
suming  fire  risks.
